ANTI-PHILIPPINE RIOT 


TARES LIFE OF YOUTH 


WATSONVILLE, Cal., Jan. 23.— 
(P)—With a Filipino shot to death, 
believed the victim of a mob which 
terrorized Filipino residents of this 
section, the race feeling situation to- 
day assumed serious proportions. 

Engendered by resentment over the 
employment of Filipinos as farm la- 
borers and by employment of white 
girls in a Filipino dance hall, anti- 
Filipino demonstrations reached their 
peak last night when a mob of about 
600 white men armed with clubs, 
whips and firearms wrecked the in- 
terior of several Filipino residences 
and severely beat their occupants. 

Authorities of Monterey and Santa 
Cruz counties took drastie steps to 
prevent a repetition of the. disturb- 
ance, and with offers of assistance 
from the American Legion posts of 
Santa Cruz, Salinas and Watsonville, 
expected to maintain order. 

Watsonville legionnaires meeting to- 
day in response to a request of Act- 
ing Chief of Police Mathew Graves, 
offered their co-operation in check- 
ing the race riots through patrolling 
the streets and endeavoring to per- 
suade gatherings to disband. One of 
the points brought out at the meeting 
was that unless checked, violence done 
local Filipinos might bring reprisals 
in the Philippine islands. 

The lone fatality of the disturbance 
was Fermin Tehera, 22, found shot 
to death in a bunkhouse on the Mur- 
phy ranch, four miles east of Wat- 
sonville. Tehera was one of several 
Filipino lettuce workers occupying a 
bunkhouse when a party of men ap- 
proached it and fired at the Filipinos.

Arguments on Constitution- 
ality of New State Tax 
Made Before Justices. 


The Boykin income tax law, on 
which Georgia chiefly relies to build 
up its finances and liquidate its defi- 
cit, Thursday went before the state 
supreme court for the consideration of 
its constitutionality. 
¢ The act, which was adopted by the 


‘legislature of 1929, was taken to the 


high cvurt in the ca of M. P. 
Meikleham and Mrs. Marie C..¥Feath- 
erstone, vs. R. C, Norman, state tax 
cogmissioner, appealed from a decision 
of the Fulton county superior court 
affirming the validity of the act. 
Three allegations wére made against 
the Boykin bill, that it exceeded the 
constitutional limits of taxation, that 
it violated provisions against the dele- 
gation of the taxing power, and that 
it violates the right of privacy pro- 
vided in the United States incpme 
tax returns. 
The Boykin bill provides that each 
oe must submit a duplicate bill 
of his federal income tax return to 
the state authorities, and that a tax 
one-third the amount of the federal 
one must be paid. Opponents of the 
bill conceded that the amount of the 
State tax must depend u congress, 
while state attorneys argued that the 
state rate of one-third must apply to 
the federal tax rate as it existed at 
the time the law was adopted. 
Whether or not income is property 
was one of the chief issues raised 
Thursday. Counsel for the plaintiffs, 
Robert C. Alston, of Atlanta, and 
Barry Wright, of Rome, said that 
income was property and that the 
act therefore violated the constitu- 
tional provisions requiring a property 
tax to be uniform, ad valorem, and not 
more than 5 mills. It was also ar- 
gued that if the tax was not a prop- 
erty tax, and was regarded as a poll 
tax, it was unconstitutional because 
it exceeded $1 a poll and was not 
levied for educational purposes. 
Senator J. M. Pitner and Orville 
A. Park, who argued the case for the 
state, declared that income is not 
property. A decision of Chief Justice 
Jackson in the case of Waring vs. 
the mayor of Savannah was quoted to 
the effect that “property is a tree; 
income is the fruit,’ adding that in- 
come became property only when in- 
vested, locked up, or banked. 


Pensions Exempt 
To Legal Process 


Money paid as pensions to Confed- 
erate veterans and their widows is not 
subject to legal process, it was held 
by the court of appeals Thursday, 
affirming the judgment of the Cook 
superior court in the case of G. A. 
Jackson vs. A, B. Mobley, state su- 
perintendent of banks. 

The court in another decision re- 
versed the decision in the case of 
A. F. Walters against the Berry 
schools, from Floyd county, which 
was dismissed on demurrer. 

Jackson; a Confederate veteran, had 
deposited a pension check in the First 
Bank of Cook county, shortly after 
which the bank became insolvent. 
Mobley, as state superintendent, de- 
Jackson’s claim for the full 
amount of his deposit. 

The plaintiff obtained a rule nisi 
from the court, ordering Mobley to 
show cause why his claim should not 
be allowed as a superior, lien. A de- 
murrer by Mobley was overruled and 
an appeal taken to the court of ap- 
peals. The suit, which involved $125, 
was said to be a friendly one, brought 
not to defeat the rights of the veteran 
but to ascertain the duty of the bank 
superintendent in the case, 

In the Berry school case Walters 
sought damages because of injuries 
received when a stump-puller fell on 
his foot. He alleged that he was in- 
experienced at the machine and did 
not know of its defective condition.

No one with a grain of compas- 
sion in his soul can blame Secretary 
Mellon from impleading congress to 
take prohibition enforcement out of 
his department and wish it onto 
the department of justice where it 
Should have been from the begin- 
ning. 

Because Banker Mellon many 

years ago got into a business jam 
where he was compelled to take 
over some whisky distillery stock, 
pledged for loans, and which he 
unloaded before becoming secretary 
of the treasury, he has been un- 
mercifully lambasted by prohibition- 
ists for nine years past as “a whisky- 
ite who will not try to enforce 
prohibition.” The fact seems to be 
that Secretary Mellon, within his 
lawful allowances, has done whit 
he could to enforce the law. To 
charge that he has wilfully done less 
is to discredit his whole previous 
personal character and career, and 
none who know him well will do 
that.

He 
was born*in Milwaukee, 42 years ago, 
and landed his first job as a boy in 
that city in the old grain firm of 
Fagg & Taylor. Later, but still in 
his early twenties, he became a part- 
ner in the firm of Stacks & Kellogg. 

Next, he appears in Minneapolis, as 
the northwestern manager for the Ar- 
mour Grain Company. When this 
company sold its interests to the 
Archer-Daniels-Midland Company, one 
of the large linseed oil crushers in 
Mr. Kellogg re- 
mained to organize and manage the 
terminal elevator grain department.

At the present time every stock-— 
holder in a national bank is liable 
for an additional amount of capi- 
tal, should the bank fail, equal to 
at least the amount of his capital 
holdings. If a man has 10 shares 
of stock which cost him $100 a share. 
or $1,000, he is required in case of 
a loss to put up another $100 a 
share to meet the assessment. “But 
trv and get it!” 

Mr. Stevenson's suggestion is new. 
It has never been tried out. As a 
means of insuring the banks against 
failure and making certain the pay- 
ment of the double liability assess- 
ment to depositors, such a bill, if 
enacted into a law, would probably 
bring the desired results.

No Abolition 


::| WORDS MISLEADING IN SENSE ,OF ELIMINATION :: 


Expected at Arms Conference 


of Battleship 


BY EDWARD 

(Copyright, 1930, for The Constitution, by 
LONDON, England, Jan. 25.—“Ab- 
olition of the battleship is an expres- 
sion nebulously used, and used in such 
a way as to be misleading in connec- 
tion with the purposes presumably en- 
tertained by the five-power naval con- 
ference. No informed person cxpects 
at this time the disappearance of the 
“heavyweights” of the sea. What per- 


sons of information mean when they | 


speak of “abolition of the battleship” 
is that the gigantic vessels of the 
Washington treaty—35,000-tonners— 
will disappear. And even these .will 
disappear only in the sense that they 
probably will be reduced in size and 
endowed with longer life. 

To talk about abolishing battleships 
is like talking about abolishing fleets. 
The capital ship is a battleship and 
capital ships of one size or another 
will exist as long as nations build 
machines to fight at sea. Every 
fleet must haye a heart or core, as 
Secretary of State Henry L. Shimson 
remarked recently in Washington. And 
the heart or core of a fleet is its bat- 
tleship unit. The lighter craft of 
every category pivot, so to speak, 
upon battleships, as land forces pivot 
upon their main supports. 

Perhaps a different figure of speech 
would make the truth clearer. Mr. 
Stimson also referred to battleships as 
the “infantry of the sea.” Everybody

When the heavy cruiser goes as the 
battleship or capital ship, the light 
cruiser will take its place. This 
process would continue, 1 suppose, un- 
til by a natural anti-crescendo the 
merchant ships were eliminated accora- 
ing to their size and the largest row- 
boats became the battleships or the 
“infantry of the sea.” 


But Great Britain, Japan and Amer- 
ica are not promising themselves the 
moral and economic satisfaction of a 
sudden transition from the post-Jut- 
land dreadnought to the rowboat or 
the sampan as the chief war symbol of 
the maritime world.

MY FAULT > se: 


Here Is How I Corrected My Greatest Golf- 
ing Weakness.

This is the sixth of a series of articles written by famous amateur 
and professional . golfers, telling how they overcame outstanding 
faults in their play. End Precede Golf No. 6. 

My greatest weakness? 

Well, I'd say it is no different from the weakness of ninety per cent 
of all the people who golf. It applies to every shot, but most particu- 
larly that stroke saver, the niblick, and the mashie niblick approach. it 
is the fault of getting the body in before the clubhead. 

In practice I can go out and lay¢ 
any number of balls dead for the pin. 
But in competition I try to help the 
ball along, \with the result that I get 
too much body and not enough arm 
and wrist action into the stroke. 

SLICING. 

Slicing is the commonest fault. You 
see instructors advocating new grips, 
new stances and what not, when the 
remedy lies in keeping the body from 
getting in before the club. 

Balance and timing are so es- 
sential to shot-making that good 
shots can’t be made without them. 
And no one can have proper 
timing when the fault I have 
mentioned is in evidence. 

You'll see a player concentrate on 
a strike, bring his clubhead back 
slowly, and then with the feeling that 
the wrists and club are not sufficient | 
to send the ball the required distance | a 
he sways his body. believing that | 
getting all his weight into the shot | 
will be beneficial. As a matter of | 


into the ball. The smooth flow 
of weight right to left is the me- 
dium of power applied from the 
club to the ball, Swaying or jerk- 
ing ruins it completely. It takes 
practice to get that shifting of 
weight done properly, but once 
you learn héw to wait for the 
clubhead you eliminate plenty of 
golfing woes. 

Timing is the secret of good golf, 
and the secret of timing lies in the 
swing. The only secret about the 
swing is proper instructiongand plen- 
ty of practice. Practice! at’s the 
answer to anybody’s trouble.
